to be entirely composed of the 
shells of animals. Sometimes 


these shells are very small, but) 


some are larger than those of any 
animal pow in existence. Nor is 
it by any means certain that sma!l 
animals were created first. 
and big seem to have existed to- 
gether. We find the shells of an- 
imals so small as to be inyisible, 
except under the microscope, side 
by side with shells four feet broad. 
‘The framework of the tiniest crea- 
ture which helped to make up 
these layers ot rock is extremely 
beautiful. 

The little coral animals com- 
menced their busy career during 
this age, building limestone reefs 
aud making the beautiful chain 
coral which can still be seen on the 
limestone cliffs in the Western 
States. Another kind of animal, 
related to the coral polyp, and 
called a “crinoid,” must have 
greatly added to the beauty of the 
Silurian seas. We find it remains 
in the shape of a curiously carved, 
six-sided body. From each of five 
sides a lily-like arm was sent off, 
and the animal was fastened to the 
rock by astem running from the 
center of the sixth-side. Professor 
Agassiz called them “ stone lillies.” 

Other layers of rock are com- 
posed wholly of the remains of 
queer animals called “ trilobites.” 
They varied in length from one- 
sixth of an inch to two feet in 
length. There were two great de- 
pressions running lengthwise in 
their bodies, which divided them 
into three lobes. They had also 
the same ring-lhke divisions run- 
ning around the body as are seen 
in lobsters. They swam on their 
backs, and had the power of roll- 
ing themselves into a ball. Prob- 
ably this was done to defend them- 
selves against some foe. Many 
were caught in this position when 
the mud was changing into rock, 
and kept for ustosee. In other 
layers of rock are found fossils of 
different animals of the lobster 

‘kind. Nothing like these old ant- 
mals is found now.

His life was one long 
struggle; not, as to_a superficial 
view it might seem, a series of 
mere fortunate successes. High 
character, rather than ‘good luck,’ 
marked his immortal equipment, 

“But it is as a citizen that Wasb- 
ington gives what may be thought 
to be the most valuable lesson of 
his career—the lesson of absolute 
honesty, absolute disinterested- 
ness. Let those who preach, who 
teach, who vote, make the contrast 
on all occasions between the tone 
of Washington and that of every 
public man of to-day who falls 
below his standard. The standerd 
is not too high for avy man. 
Washington was no angel, saint or 
demigod.
